The call for a County Republican Conven- 
- Gdal by the Central Committee on Fri- 
‘ore would seem to demand afew words 
of explaration. In addition to the regular 
‘county officers, (Treasurer, Schoel Commis- 
sioner and Surveyor), it will devolve upon the 
city delegates to the convention to nominate 
candidates for a Supervisor, an Assistant Su- 
pervisor, an Assessor, a Collector, a Town 
Clerk, three Commissioners of Highways, three 
Overseers of Highways, a Pound Master, and 
an Overseer of the Poor, for each of the towns 
‘of North, South and West Chicago. In order 
to avoid the necessity of two elections in this 
city each spring, the Legislature at its last 
session, passed a law excepting Cook Coarty 


from the operation of the Township Organiza- 


tion act, so far as the time for holding town 
elections isc oncerned, and bringing the town 
‘atid county elections on the same day. It 
will thus devolve on the primary mectings in 
in tach. werd to select candidates for Ward 
Supervisor, to be voted for on the same day 
as the county officers—to wit, on Tuesday, 
the 8th of November. 

A very commendable feature of this call, is 
the change in the manuer of holding primary 
elections in the city, by which a definite time 
(three hours) is specified lor keeping the polls 
open, accommodating those wlio choose to vote 
by daylight, as well as those whose business 
requires them to perform such duties in the 
evening. A farther improvement is the defi- 
nite appointment of judges of the primary 


* @ections, by which all difficulties growing out 
of the organization of the meetings are bar red. 


The judges being the ward committees chosen 
by the mass meeting (Sept. 13, 1858) prior to 
the last general elections no favoritism can be 
alleged in their appointment. We understand 
‘that this committee was chosen as being the 
regular city organization for county campaigns. 
Those who stitkle for regularity in these mat- 
ters, will concede that thé proper selection bas 
been made, if a change is to be wrouglit in the 
heretofore hap-hazard style of conducting the 
“primaries.”
